In the instant case unpatentability of the Group I invention 
would not necessarily imply unpatentability of the Group II invention, since the Group 
I invention could be made by reversing the order of the disposal of the pixel potential 
capacitor electrode, the dielectric layer and the constant potential capacitor 
electrode form the bottom (Claim 15) and to mechanically remove the precursor 
films in separate steps (Claim 16). 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and, as shown by 
the above different classifications, the fields of search are not co-extensive and 
separate examination would be required, restriction for examination purposes as 
indicated is proper.
